Issues Face Decision 

Action begins anew when the California Legislature 
reconvenes for 18 working days to decide a host of im¬ 
portant business issues. Awaiting decision are total repeal 
of tJte business inventory tax, the unpopular litter tax, 
an extremely costly unemployment insurance bill, a cron- 
tainer deposit bill that would cost business hundreds of 
millions of dollars and eliminate thousands of jobs, public 
access to private property, legislation to provicie badly 
needed water supplies and bills to correct flagrant abuses 
by farm labor unions. 

California businesses have an enormous stake in these 
issues and constituent pressure on lawmakers through let¬ 
ters, telegrams and telephone calls could influence a de¬ 
ciding vote. 

The legislature adjourns for Interim Study Recess on 
September 14. 

Motorists Warned 

With the ."nimmer travel .sea.son and gasoline shortage 
upon us simultaneously, many motoris:s have taken to 
storing an extra supply of gasoline in their car trunks or 
garage. 

Fire Chief Leonard Hall urge's City residents to avoid 
this (fangerous practice becau.se there is no safe way 
for conaumers to store gasoline. 

tTiief Hall said the public would be wise to follow the 
advice of the County Department of Consumer Affairs 
listed below. 

Ga.soline is made is explode aiwlt is more dangerous 
than dynamite when confinetl In containers. It Is highly 
flammable and does not have to spill in order to explode 
or bur.st into flames. 

Gasoline fumes are heavier than air and can creep 
along the ground for long distances. 

It only tak'?s a tiny spark to ignite the fumes, and a 
flame or .spark can come from such sources as pilot lights, 
matches, cigarettes, light switolies, and even static' elec¬ 
tricity from dotting. 

Consumer /Vffairs urged residents to never put gasoline 
in glass or pla.stic cxrntainers. 

Even approved containers with flame arresters an/1 
pressure rt^lcase valves are designed only for short-term 
storage and emergc'ncy use and should be empty when in 
a car or near living quarters. 

Air-tight containers are even more dangerous because 
ihe pressure- build-up of expanding gas vapor increases 
the «hancx*s of explosion. 

Another dangerous practice .sc'c-n frequently since the 
fuel shortage is the siphcMiing of gas by mouth instead 
of using the recommended hand pumi>s. Hall said. 

Just a few strops of gas in your mouth can poison 
you, but the critical danger Ls Inhaling gas fumes into 
the lungs, he noted. 

Even a small amount inhaled can cause death from 
chemical pneumonia, and exjrerts say it is virtually im- 
po.saible to siphon by mouih without Inhaling fumes or 
swallowLng some gas. 

To avoid the.-e dangers, the Dei>artmcnt of Consumer 
Affairs urged motorists who arc conc-emed about gasoline 
availability to careftilly plan tlielr vacation trips in 
advance, taking Into ac^^»unt their odd-or-even rationing 
status and tiie cruising range of their car on a full tank 
of gasoline. 

Our District Too! 

Supervisor Pete .Schabarum has called for a reevalua¬ 
tion of drug and alcohol abuse programs in l>»s Angeles 
Coiuity due to merlapping service areas and conflictLig 
funding sources. 

Schabarum said presently, the County, State and Fed¬ 
eral gox’crnments all aliiH-ate monc-j- to run this fyi* •^f 
pn>gram without any real coordination between them on 
■such n.atters of setting up sc-rcice areas or continuity of 
the si-rvict-s jirovidcd. 

-This has lead to two or tnore providers .servitig the 
same .-.tea while other areas an' left iinscrced," said 
Schabarum. 

The 1-irst District Suftervisor .said that last year, ap 
proximately $20 million in drug and alcohol funding was 
alhK-ate<r directly from F'ederal and State agencic's in this 
County. 

Schatiarum .said thi-se funds were allocated outside 
of t.'ie Ccunty’s .normal planning process which, he says, 
is contrary to the development of a lational alkK-atioti 
system. 

■To effertively plan pregrams," Schabarum said, "all 
direct State and Federal grants to rlrug and alcohol c»bu.se 
agencies in the County should be coordinated with the 
County’s Alcohol and Drug Abuse Programs,” he said. 

Scdiabarum won the sup|)ort of the otiior Supennsors 
on Tiu'sday, August 14. to set up such a system and work 
with State and Federal agencies to gain their cooperation. 

Schabarum said this lack of c-oordination has also cre- 
atc'd a serious problem of unfair allocations for certain 
'Health Sc-rvices .Regions. 

He .said this disproportionate funding was pilmarily 
due to poor understa-nding of the needs and problems of 
cxrmmunitits other than the City of Angeles. Once funds 
have been allocatc'd they normally continue for several 
years without any major reevaluaticxn to determine wlicther 
they c-ould be better spent elsewhere. 

‘The iroint is," said Sciliabarum, "there sliould be some 
coordination to make sure the.se programs are working in 
concc-rt with one another, delivering these jiece.ssary serv¬ 
ice's in a cost-effective way. Tlie County is in the best posi¬ 
tion to maximize the use of funds available for these 
prgrams.” 

Bill Threatens Hike 

U. S. Department of Labor has annoujict*d the esti¬ 
mated average California unemployment insurance tax 
rate for 1978 at 3.6 per cent. The estimated! rate for 1979 
Is 3.4 per dent. For 1979, the taxable wage base is $6,000. 
The average California UI tax paid by employers for 
1978 was $216 per employee, while the estimaU'd average 
tor 1979 would be $204. The Employmeart Development 
Department has estimated the 1079 average wc-ekly wage 
at $270, and f'h.e average weekly benefit for UI at $77. 
The current maximum weekly bc'nefit is $104. 

AB 759 (Alaorre) increa.ses this maximium over a two- 
year jreiiod to $140, beginning January 1, 1980. The Cham¬ 
ber opiKrses AB 750 and has testified that tighter eligibility 
rec^uiremelts are necessary. I.etters to senators, especially 
Senate Finance members, opposing AB 759 are requested.

PM Primer for Parents. 


Kripw enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re ooncemeii. You read that 
•oUege, lugh school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope—do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about ^ass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not aU 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
tp assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in any'thing else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary’ according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and b<^. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes depenilent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about

“When I 
was here as a boy,’’ he said 
as he dropped into The News 
office yesterday, “the most 
importajit business house 
was the old Town Hall over 
at Baldwin and Central. The 
Vista was edited by Lucius 
T. House, all set by hand 
and run off on a hard press 
— those were the days! But 
you have a real city and a 
real newspaper, now. There 
is little that a resident of 
those ‘good old days’ would 
recognize.’’

During the summer that I 
studied and film e d the 
ground squirrels, many in¬ 
teresting things happened 
as they grew up developing 
their cautions! Even though 
Instinct plays a large role 
in an animal’s behavior, sur- 
\ival nonetheless takes a lot 
of practice! For Instance, the 
mount-ain lion mother takes 
her cubs on hunting forays 
to show them the sophisti 
cation of tracking and the 
techniques of the ultimate 
kill! With the ground squir¬ 
rel, the things to learn may 
be different, hut their im¬ 
portance is the same. Sur¬ 
vival! 

Part of the ground squir¬ 
rel’s survival depends on its 
warning whistle. I have 
found it to be partially 
taught by the mother. Then 
it’s up to the young one to 
practice it. At first it is ex¬ 
tremely raspy and hoarse. 
This is exceeded only by ito 
w'eakness! So, it practices by 
finding a comfortable log, 
stands upright ... as alert¬ 
ed squirrels do . . . and be¬ 
gins to let loose with a 
series of whistles. Each time 
it whistles is tail swishes 
from one side to the other, 
like an upside-down pendu¬ 
lum of a grandfa t h e r’s 
clock! But eventually it gets 
the hang of it, and its sharp, 
rhythmic whistle will carry 
for quite a ways, alerting 


other ground squirrels of 
clanger! 

However, it’s not all work, 
for like puppies and kittens, 
young ground squirrels love 
to play. As the summer wore 
on, the home at the bottom 
of the canyon where they 
were born was becomi.rg 
abandoned in favor of the 
liillside retreats. It was here 
that they had tlie most fun! 
Chasing each othe-r witli 
complete abando n, they 
would scurry into one hill¬ 
side hole and a moment lat¬ 
ter emerge from a distant 
one with a squirrel brother 
or sister in hot pursuit. Then 
the wrestling would begin, 
w’ith squeals of deli g h t, 
twisting and turning .... 
first one on top, then the 
other! Not even the young 
quails below could get their 
attention! Passing along the 
canyon bottom, two ad,ult 
males were herding 16 baby 
quails ... all in a zigzag¬ 
ging single file line. But 
they passed un.noticed, even 
though they were in the 
squirrel’s terri t o r y! No 
warning whistl e s were 
.sounded! 

Watching these squirrels 
growing up over the summer 
months was highly enligh¬ 
tening. Perhaps in a future 
article I’ll write more about 
the interesting inhabitants 
of Squirrel Canyon.
